Close Long Service 


ZTIREMENT of ©. P. Bartlett, pas- 

senger traffic manager, on November 
30, and J. C, Gilpin, assistant passenger 
trafic manager, both of Chicago, on 
October 1, brought to a close two long 
and distinguished railroad careers. 


Bartlett, affectionately known as 
“Ollie” to his legion of friends through- 
put tho country, has been tailroading 
since 1891, when he went to work for the 
Louisville & Nashville Railroad. He came

Portland Railroader 
Has Prize Canaries 


LONESOME canary, escaped from 

some unknown owner’s cage and flut- 
tering around in the yard of Henry 
Schmidt, head coat analysist, Engineering 
Department, Portland, back in 1942, 
started Henry on an interesting and 
profitable hobby. Henry and his wife 
captured the fugitive and, unable to lo- 
cate his owner, decided to keep him. The 
bird became lonesome so they set out 10 
buy him a mate, instead bought another 
pair, Within a year their flock had in- 
creased to eight, and the following year 
to 30; at present their collection numbers 
around 160, 

The Schmidts carried off blue ribbons 
in the Seattle Canary Show last year, both 
for high point bird and high point team 
of four birds. Henry is an officer in the 
Willamette Roller Canary Club and man- 
aged this year’s show at Portland. 


“There’s a lot more to exhibiting ca- 
naries at a show than the average person 
realizes,” says Schmidt. The young birds 
are given a schooling course after they 
get their singing voices, a month or two 
Defore the fall shows, so they will sing 
nn demand” before the judges. A por- 
tion of this training consists of leaving 
the birds in darkened cages for 2 period 
of ume, then taking them out into a 
lighted room. If the bird doesn’t sing 
within five minutes he goes back into 
“solitary,” and it is surprising how fast 
they learn what is desired of them. Dur- 
ing these lessons Henry keeps his birds 
in noisy rooms where children are play- 
ing, radio going, and people walking in 
and out, to accustom them to crowds, 
Tlenry uses extreme care in selecting his 
show “teams” so that all four birds will 
have matched or harmonizing voices.

SP Shopmen Invent 
Time-Saving Device 

0 MACHINISTS JOHN PUSSMAN 

(above) and R. O, Putnam went com- 
mendation for designing a time-saving 
test rack for testing locomotive terminal 
checks. The machine was designed and 
built at El Paso General Shops, where 
Pussman is employed and where Putnam 
worked before he transferred 10 Tueson 
to become assistant roundhouse foreman. 

A “terminal check” is a valve which 
permits oil to flow from a mechanical 
lubricator to various parts of the locomo- 
tive and at the same time prevents the oil 
frem returning to the lubricator. 

Where it formerly took from five to 
ten minutes to prepare a terminal check 
for testing, it now takes only a matter of 
seconds to put the terminal check in the 
rack, apply air pressure to hold it in 
place, pump oil to require pressure, re- 
le pressure and lay terminal check to 
one side for oil to drain. Oil returns to a 
foot-operated pump, which was retrieved 
from a worn out hydraulic vise.

PFE PLANNING ALUMINUM CAR TESTS 


N EXPERIMENTAL railroad ear 
(above) sheathed in Hight weight 
aluminum has been added by Pacific 
Fruit Express Company to its refrigerator 
fleet—largest in world. Severe road tests 
are being arranged to measure the new 
car’s value in the already scientific busi- 
ness of transporting perishable crops, 
safe and fresh, to markets all over 
America. 


Except for the fact that this car is con- 
structed largely of aluminum alloy it will 
give P.F.E. patrons a preview of the 40 
miles (5,000 cars) of new refrigerator 
cars recently ordered. by the company. 
These 5,000 cars will also be of light 
weight construction and will be built of 
high tensile steel instead of aluminum. 


The experimental aluminum car 
weighs only 47,400 pounds, or about five 
tons less than a prewar car. 

Preceding its tests in actual service the 
experimental car is on a tour of the lines 
of Southern Pacific and Union Pacific 
railroads, joint owners of Pacific Fruit 
Express Company, and it will also. tour 
Western Pacific territory served by the 
PRE, 

Immediately noticeable is the natural 
metal exterior of the experimental car, 
contrasting with the yellow-orange cars 
of the rest of the fleet of refrigerator cars. 
Only paint is the lettering and symbols, 
Unseen inside the walls, ends, roof, and 
floor are blankets of a new type of light 
weight insulation. The car is cradled on

new, easy riding trucks for load protec- 
tion. Underframe and other weight bear- 
ing parts are of steel to provide strength 
conparable with standard cars. 

AU dimensions are standard, and in 
addition the car has P.F.EZs new col- 
lapsible ice bunkers which when in re- 
tracted position make the full 39-foot 
length of the car available for loads that 
do not require bunker icing. 

There are half stage icing grates, 
hinged for easy handling, so that half as 
much ice can be used economically in 
cooler months, 


Air circulation fans force air under the 
diagonal floor racks and through the wall 
flues to completely surround the leads 
and provide for more uniform cooling or 
heating. 

Ever since Pacific Fruit Express Com- 
pany was formed by Southern Pacific and 
Union Pacific railroads in 1906 the com- 
pany has continually been improving its 
“rolling ice boxes.” The experimental 
ear embodies not only the advanced ideas 


- of P.F.E. car designers, but also virtually 


every suggestion made by Refrigerator 
Car Committee of the United Fruit and 
Vegetable Association. It was built in 
the company's own shops in Los Angeles. 

PFE, has six huge car shops to keep 
its fleet in repair, and owns 19 ice plants 
that can manufacture 5,110 tons of ice 
daily to service the cars, When the 5,000 
new cars are delivered, approximately 
41,000 will be rolling—largest number in 
PFE, history.

Operating Results 


For the ten months ended October 31, 
1946, Railway Operating Revenues of 
Seuthern Pacile Transportation System 
amounted to $406,761,738, or $104,697,- 
356 Tess than ihe revenues for the same 
period of 1945; a 20% decrease. 

During the same period, Railway Oper- 
ating Expenses were $355,404,262, or 
$10,589,631 less than the expenses for the 
same period of last year, a 3% decrease. 


Railway tax accruals, other than Fed- 
eral taxes based on income, amounted to 
$27,005,019, However, there was a net 
eredit of $26,166,985 in the accruals of 
Federal taxes based on income, so that 
the net amount of all tax aceruals was 
$838,034, After deducting taxes and $17,- 
862,398 of net rentals for use of equip- 
ment and joint facilities, there was Teft 
Net Railway Operating Income of $32,- 
657,044, or $10,014,889 less than the Net 
Railway Operating Income for the same 
period of 1945; a 23% decrease. 

Out of Net Railway Operating Income, 
and Other Income consisting of divi- 
dends and interest on securities owned, 
rentals and miscellaneous income, must 
he paid the interest on bonds and equip- 
ment trust notes in the hands of the 
public, and other fixed charges. For the 
ten months ended October 31, 1946, the 
final result was a Net Income of $19,488,- 
450, which compares with a Net Income 
of $29,267,039 for the same period of last 
year, a decrease of $9,778,589, or 33%. 

But for the net tax credit of $26,166,- 
985, mentioned above, the final result for 
the ten months would have been a net 
loss of $6,678,535, instead of a Net In- 
come of $19,488,450, The net tax credit 
is the result of including in the 1ax ac- 
count each month a proportion of the 
total amount of refund of taxes pre- 
viously paid to the U. S. Government for 
which the Company will have claims in 
1946 based on carrybacks of excess 
profits tax exemption and operating loss.

“that with so much money in the world 
this child should be deprived of an 
operation.” Hichle didn’t have enough 
money himself, but le knew how to 
raise some. He got in touch with Con- 
ductors Ted “Fibber” McGee and Gerald 
T. Smith of Watsonville, and Robert 
Hearn, telegrapher at Soledad, and with 
their help in contacting SP folks around 
the Salinas Valley succeeded in raising 
$500 in two weeks. 

Hiehle then called on one of the out- 
standing eye doctors in the West who 
is located in San Franciseo and when 
he explained the circumstances the doc- 
tor volunteered to perform the delicate 
operation for the amount raised and see 
that the hospital costs were taken care 
of as well. 

Mary underwent an operation on both 
eyes just before Thanksgiving Day and 
there’s every reason to expect that her 
sight will be almost normal. 

The story has heen appearing in news- 
papers throughout the country and 
Hiehle was interviewed on American 
Broadcasting Company's “Headline Edi- 
lion” over a coast-to-coast hookup on 
Thanksgiving eve. “The boys are pray- 
ing,” he told the radio audience, “that 
when little Mary Marlene opens her eyes 
on Christmas morning she’ll get her first 
Jook at her mother and father—and 
an honest-to-goodness Christmas tree.”
